The overwhelming majorities of two years ago have been nearly wiped 


out. 
The republican candidate for governor has a majority of 8,000 as 


compared with the republican majority of over 36,000 in 1904. 
The repub­ 


lican candidates for congress are returned with their majorities whittled 


down to the danger point. 
Littlefield upon whom Gompers made his fight 


has seen a majority of 5,000 dwindle down to nearly 500. 
The other rep­ 


resentatives suffered likewise, thus indicating that the reaction against the 


republican party was state wide and was not confined to the district in 


which the American Federation of Labor made its fight. 
Indeed, it is in­ 


sisted that Gompers’ fight on Littlefield helped rather than injured his ca 


ndidacy 
However that may be, the fact remains that he had a close call 


and came near meeting with defeat in a district that for nearly half a cen ­ 


tury has not elected a democrat. 


The cutting down of the republican majorities in Maine to the lowest 


point in twenty years is given added significance in face of the efforts 


that were made by the republicans to roll up a normal majority. 
Cannon 


and Taft stumped the state. 
The voters were urged to stand by the ad­ 


ministration. 
“Roosevelt is the issue,” it was declared by Taft and reiter­ 


ated from evey stump by the republican speakers. 
Yet Roosevelt’s bound­ 


less popularity availed the republicans nothing. 
They barely escaped de­ 


feat in a state that is as rocked-ribbed republican as Texas is democratic. 


It is not alone in Maine that the voters have shown a disposition to 


abandon the republican party. 
In Vermont the republican majorities were 


cut down to the lowest point in tw enty six years 


If the attitude of the voters in Maine and Vermont is any index to the 


attitude of the voters throughout the country, the republican party is des­ 


tined to lose the house of rcprscntativcs in the Novem ber elections. 
If 


Roosevelt’s abounding popularity cannot elect a republican house of repre­ 


sentatives with Roosevelt “the issue” it will have a difficult task in elect­ 


ing him president against a democratic candidate that commands the Peo­ 


ple’s confidence.

An order recently issued by 
the 
management reducing engineers who 
are forced to wear spectacles is the 
cause for the strained relations. The 
order provides that any engineer who 
wears glasses cannot run a passenger 
train, or a freight train into a con­ 
gested terminal. 
T h ey are also bar­ 
red from running trains in the subcr- 
ban service. 
Negotiations between the 
manage­ 
ment and a committee of the engin­ 
eers have been under way for some 
time and the officials of the road have 
refused to alter their position. 
W hen 
all efforts to have the rule withdrawn 
failed. Grand Chief Stone authorized 
the men to take a strike vote. 
T h e 
vote is said to have been overwhem- 
ingly in favor of going out if neces­ 
sary. 
According to the rules of the broth­ 
erhood, after a vote has been taken 
the question is put up to the grand 
chief and it rests with him to set the 
date for a walkout if he cannot get a 
satisfactory adjustment.
